The latest entry in the Demo- 


cratic presidential sweepstakes, 
Rep. Wilbur D. Mills of Ar- 
kansas, says he will accept the 
nomination if he gets it, but he 
doesn't have time to campaign 
before the convention in July. 


Mills, a congressional expert 


on finance, told a news confer- 
ence in Concord, N.H., Tuesday 
he has no idea how much mon- 
ey is being spent by people who 
want to nominate him. But he 
hopes it's enough to win some 
votes and have a little cash left 
over to cover campaign debts.

year June 30, said Caspar 
Weinberger, OMB deputy direc- 
tor.

Kleindienst Likely Way Clear for Adjournment

the 48-year-old deputy attorney 
general to replace John N. Mit- 
chell was applauded by Senate 
conservatives but liberal Re- 
publicans were generally silent 
and some liberal Democrats 
critical.

Plan, this is the real issue" of 
Nixon's trip to China, the 70- 
year-old philosopher and for- 
mer French government offi- 
cial said during a Tuesday 
news conference. 


"The sign of success will of 


necessity be economic," Mal- 
raux said of the trip Nixon 
starts Thursday. 


He first told the news confer- 


ence through a translator that 
he "found the President opti- 
mistic as regards an (econom- 
ic) agreement" and predicted a 
sympathetic response if Nixon 
believed the Chinese serious. 
. However, at a later session 
with a few reporters, Malraux 
said he doesn't expect Chinese 


Communist party Chairman 
Mao Tse-tung to ask N'ixon for 
economic aid during this visit 
and he modified his earlier in- 
dication that economics was the 
paramount factor of the trip. 


The White House has not pro- 


vided its version of the Mal- 
raux-Nixon talks, which took 
place in two sessions Monday, 
after 
the administration 
an- 


nounced a liberalization of U.S.- 
Chinese trade restrictions. 


However, the effects of eas- 


ing restraints on American ex- 
ports to the mainland remain 
imcertain and tied to the out- 
come of the President's trip, 
according to State Department 
officials. 


"Trade follows politics in 


these matters," one expert said 
in explaining the uncertainty of 
the decision's impact. He also 
indicated it is too early to put 
any price tag on the outcome of 
easing the restraints or to dis- 
cuss specifics.

biography" is charged in a 
warrant obtained by the Swiss 
government with counterfeiting, 
forgery and theft larceny. 


U.S. 
Magistrate Martin D. 


Jacobs issued 
the warrant 


Tuesday on a complaint charg- 
ing that Mrs. Irving, 36, was a 
"fugitive from justice of the 
confederation of Switzerland." 
It said she is charged with 
"counterfeiting 
and forgery, 


use of counterfeited or forged 
instruments, 
embezzlement, 


and theft larceny." 


The charges were the first to 


be made in the case under in- 
vestigation by two grand Juries 
here. It involves the authentic- 
ity of the purported autobiogra- 
phy of Hughes as compiled by 
Irving. 


Irving claims the book, which 


was to have been published by 
McGraw-Hill Inc. and 
ex- 


cerpted in Life magazine, was 
assembled from more than 100 
interviews he conducted with 
the reclusive billionaire. De- 
nials of any such meetings or 
even knowledge of the author 
have been attributed to Hughes. 


Time magazine has branded 


the work a hoax, pirated from 
another manuscript. 


Irving has said that his wife, 


Edith, a Swiss citizen, depos- 
ited in a Swiss bank $650,000 in 
checks from McGraw-Hill, us- 
ing a passport in the name of 
"Helga R. Hughes." The money 
was intended as payment for 
Hughes. 


Mrs. Irving later withdrew 


the money and deposited $442,- 
000 of it in another Swiss bank 
under another name, Swiss au- 
thorities said. 


Mrs. Irving took the news of 


the warrant calmly in her hotel 
suite after her lawyer, Maurice 
Nessen, called 
to say she 


should surrender herself.

Enemy Strength in 
South Is Puzzle

WASHINGTON 
(AP) - 


Somehow, about 90,000 of the 
enemy have disappeared from 
South Vietnam since last year. 


Whether most of them ever 


were there is open to question. 


In his annual report to Con- 


gress, Secretary of Defense 
Melvin R. Laird said Tuesday 
there are at least 150,000 North 
Vietnamese and Viet Cong in 
South Vietnam. 


In his report nearly a year 


ago, laird spoke of at least 
340,000 enemy in the South. 


Such a drastic drop in enemy 


strength in just a year's time is 
puzzling because Defense offi- 
cials have been saying they be- 
lieve most new soldiers were 
infiltrated from North Vietnam 
to replace battlefield losses. 


When asked to explain the 


10,000 decrease, the Pentagon 
said Laird's statements "prob- 
ably involve a shifting of identi- 
fied units in Cambodia or Laos 
as wen as other refinements 
not reflected in last year's de- 
fense report." 


However, the Defense secre- 


tary's figures on Cambodia 
stow an increase of only about-.: 
5jMO North Vietnamese and' 
other Communist soldiers over 
last year's 55,000-plus. This 
would not suggest any major 
movement of North Vietnamese 
troops from South Vietnam into 
Cambodia in 1971.

Allen opposed them all. 
At one point, in fact, Allen

WASHINGTON (AP) - An 


archedogical jigsaw puzzle has 
been solved with the discovery 
in Mexico of the stone fragment 
missing from an ancient burial 
monument. 


The 
National 
Geographic 


Society announced the finding 
Tuesday and said it confirms 
that the monument bears the 
oldest recorded date in the New 
World, an inscription equated 
to 31 B.C. 


The monument was built by 


the ancient Ounces who first 
appeared in Middle America 
about 1200 B.C., the society 
said. 


The missing fragment was 


unearthed by a farmer near the 
small village of Tres Zapotes in 
Mexico's Veracrus State, the 
announcement said, adding: 


"It matched perfectly the 


broken stela grave-stone uncon- 
vered by archeologist Mathew 
W. Stirling while on a National 
Geographic Society-Smithsonian 


Institution expedition at tne 
same site in 1939." 


And the society quoted Stir- 


ling, now a Smithsonian re- 
search associate, as saying: 


"There was always a doubt 


about the date on the broken 
monument. This new fragment 
demonstrates beyond any ques- 
tion that our original date read- 
ing was correct and the stela 
predated the Mayas, 


The monument is Inscribed 


with a bar-and-dot calendar 
which Stirling said the Olmecs 
devised. 


Declaring the original, bro- 


ken monument had a "fierce- 
looking monster face" carved 
on one of its sides, the society 
said the new-found fragment 
now adds "the 'flame eye- 
brows' and ornate headdress 
common in Olmec sculptures.". 


The 
Olmecs,

added, created the first great 
art style in Middle America. 


"Since there were no metal 


tools in Middle America at the 
time," it said, "the carving 


must have been done with stone 
and 
perhaps 
bamboo 
in- 


struments. Sand probably was 
used as an abrasive." 


Dr. Michael D. Coe, a Yale 


University archeologist and Ol- 
mec expert, was credited by 
the society with having "solved 
the mystery of the missing 
fragment—using a dim photo- 
graph taken In the Tres Za- 
potes Jail by Francisco Beve- 
rido, a friend and colleague at 
the University of Veracruz."

U.S. balance of payments in 
1971 was its worst in history, 
falling to a deficit of $29.6 bil- 
lion by its broadest measure- 
ment.

fore last Aug. 15 were primary 
reasons for the big deficit.
